
THE INGLESIDE INJUNCTION CASK. 

Of the legal proceedings growing out of the 
ordinance passed by the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors prohibiting betting on horse 
racing in San Francisco county, Sunday’s Ex- 
aminer says ; 

"The scent of victory is in the nostrils of the 
racetrack people. They believe they have 
beaten the police in the legal battle over the 
enforcement of the anti-gambling ordinance. 
Judge F. J. Murasky, of the Superior Court, 
after hearing arguments in the injunction pro- 
ceedings brought to restrain Chief Lees and his 
men from entering the Ingleside track, remarked 
yesterday that he failed to find any law author- 
izing a peace officer to break into such a place 
as Ingleside upon the mere suspicion that a 
misdemeanor is being committed there. 

“The matter will be argued at length Dext Fri- 
day, and a decision is expected before the next 
meeting of the Pacific Coast Jockey Club, which 
begins April 3. 

“The case was taken before Judge Murasky 
by Attorney Ach, who sought to have the modi- 
fication of the injunction issued by Judge 
Daingerfield on Friday set aside on the ground 
that the modification was made erroneously 
and improvidentially. 

“Attorney Garret W, McEnerney, representing 
Chief Lees, said to the court: 

“ ‘The Ingleside racecourse managers are 
simply attempting to secure protection in the 
violation of an ordinance of the city and county 
of San Francisco by means of an injunction 
which they ask from the Superior court.’ 

“Attorney Henry Ach, representing the Jockey 
Club, denied this. He said the so-called or- 
dinance is not even a quasi law, and asserted 
that so far as he knew, even this quasi law or 
pretended law, had not been violated. 

“When District-attorney Murphy attempted 
to speak on the subject, Mr. Ach objected. He 
said this was a private suit between the race- 
horsemen on the one side and Chief of Palice 
Lees on the other. 

“ 'I do not ask leave of counsel on the other 
side to appear in this matter, as I feel that I am 
in the discharge of a public duty,’ responded 
Mr. Murphy, and in this he was sustained by 
the Court. 

“ ‘If the Chief of Police,’ said Ach, ‘has a 
right to march into the Ingleside racetrack, be- 
cause he gets into his noddle an idea that some- 
body is violating an ordinance, he would have 
an equal right to march into any theater in tha 
city with as many policemen as he pleased to 
call, and so fill up the house. ’ 

“ ‘Of course, he would have that right,’ re- 
torted Mr. McEnerney, ‘ if he had information 
that, dey after day, illegal performances were 
being carried on there. Don t you think so?’ 

*‘ 'In my judgment, no; not unless he is pos- 
sessed of a warrant,’ replied Ach. 

“Judge Murasky said he wished to be satis- 
fied that the Chief of Police had a right to enter 
a place like iDgleside racetrack without a 
warrant on his mere suspicion that a misde- 
meanor was being committed, and requested 
counsel to direct their arguments and citations 
to that point, as it was not clear in his mind. 

“An adjournment was taken until 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon, at which time affidavits were 
presented setting forth that the order modify- 
ing the original junction was not improviden- 
tially made, but that it was signed after a full 
investigation and discussion of the case by the 
judge who signed the original injunction. 

“Judge Murasky said: ‘During the intermis- 

sion I have made an examination of the code, 
and I fail to find any law to authorize a peace 
officer to forcibly enter such a place as Ingle- 
side racetrack upon the mere suspicion that a 
misdemeanor is about to be committed, I 



think the order modifying the original injunc- 
tion was in some respects in excess of the juris- 
diction of the court.’ 

“Mr. Ach announced that racing at Ingleside 
would be suspended for two weekB, and it was 
agreed that the case should go over until next 
Friday, the authority of the Chief of Police in 
the meantime remaining in full force, in accord- 
ance with the modified order. 

“Mr. Ach said he wished to secure a decision 
as soon as possible, as the loss to his clients by 
reason of these police raids amounted to about 
$5,000 a day.” 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Speaking of the coming Little Rock meeting 
Captain C. A. Tilles says: “We have more 

horses at Clinton Park than ever before in the 
history of the track. Every stall is engaged. 
We expect seven car loads of horses from Mem- 
phis. Billy Bruen of 8t. Louis has been en- 
gaged to handle the starting gate, while 
Colonel S. M. Apperson of Little Rock will of- 
ficiate as presiding judge at our meeting. The 
Arkansas Derby will be run the first day of 
the meeting. Some of the fastest three-year- 
olds on the western circuit are in this stake, 
and the prospects are bright for a cracking 
good race. Our two-year-old events all filled 
well and the chances are that some of the 
juvenile stars of the season will make their 
debut at Clinton Park at the coming meeting. 
Colonel Apperson writes that the citizens of 
Little Rock are greatly interested in the meet- 
ing, and are working hard for its success. With 
bad weather we did very well last year.

HANOVER PUT TO DEATH. 

Hanover is dead. He was chloroformed yes- 
terday and put to death to save him from suf- 
fering. He was nerved in 1888 and after many 
years the benambei foot lost vitality and was 
about to drop off. There was no escape from it, 
so in mercy he was passed over to the company 
of his mighty line of ancestors. 

Hanover was the son of a magnificent race- 
horse and was himself a magnificent racehorse. 
As a two-year old he started three times and 
won three times, the Hopeful, July and Sapling 
Stakes at Monmouth Park. His stable com- 
panion, the invincible Tremont, was sweeping 
everything before him that year, so Dwyer Bros, 
saved Hanover. That was in 1886. The next 
year as a three-year-old Hanover won fourteen 
straight races before he first met defeat. He 
ran twenty-seven times that year and won twen- 
ty races, including the Carlton Stakes and 
Brookdnle Handicap at Brooklyn, Withers and 
Belmont at Jerome, the Brooklyn Derby, the 
Swift, Tidal, Coney Island Derby, Emporium 
and Spendrift Stakes at Sheepshead Bay, 
Stockton, Barnegat, Stevens and Champion 
Stakes at Monmouth Park, United States Hotel 
Stakes at Saratoga, Brockenridge and Dixie 
Stakes at Baltimore, and went into winter 
quarters with the well earned reputation of be- 
ing one of the greatest horses of modern times. 
His first defeat was in the Raritan Stakes at 
Monmouth Park, when D. D. Withers’ Laggard 
caused a profound sensation by overcoming the 
great son of Hindoo. Laggard carried 111 
pounds, Hanover 128. 

As a four-year-old Hanover did but little on 
account of a bad foot, but having in the mean- 
timeibeen nerved he; came ont in his five-year- 
old form and won nine races out of seventeen 
starts, including the Coney Island Cup, for 
which he defeated Firenzi, and the Coney Island 
Stakes, in which he lowered the colors of King- 
ston and Badge. The California Stakes and 
Merchant Stakes at Saratoga and Express 
Stakes at Morris Park were among his other 
victories that year. He was then sold to Col. 
Milton Young and retired to the stud at Mc- 
Grathiana. There he woa fresh fame and for a 
number of years in succession has been tbe 
uncontested premier sire of America. His loss 
is a great one to the breeding interests of this 
country, but his great son Hamburg may carry 
on the illustrious line that runs Glencoe, Van- 
dal, Virgil, Hindoo, Hanover. .

Paddy Tomlinson, who is training Freak for 
the Tennessee Oaks, thinks he has the best 
three-year-old filly in the west. Freak is a 
chestnut filly, by St. Blaise— Forever, the dam 
of Forget. She was bred by and still belongs to E. 

Freak was shipped to Tomlinson 
at Memphis about two weeks ago and Paddy 
has been sending her along. In a letter to Col- 
onel William L. Cassidy, Tomlinson says that 
Freak is by far the best three-year-old filly at 
Montgomery Park. Barring accidents, Paddy 
thinks she has the Tennessee Oaks at her mercy.
